Use 
the  Order  Sheet  enclosed  and  sign  your  name  very  plainly,  giv- 
ing Post  Office,  County,  and  State. 


Our  Location.  We  are  located  in  the  Western  Michigan 
Fruit  Belt  in  Manistee  County,  about  three  miles  from 
the  tempered  waters  of  Lake  Michigan,  and  200  miles  north  of 
Chicago. 

Our  Terms  are  cash  with  order,  or  will  book  early  orders  if 
one-fourth  of  the  amount  is  remitted  on  orders  sent  us  before 
March  15th,  and  balance  to  be  paid  by  April  1st  or  we  will  allow 
you  5 per  cent  discount  on  all  cash  orders  sent  before  March  15. 
Usual  terms  to  the  trade.  Remit  by  draft,  express  or  post 
office  money  orders,  registered  letters  or  your  check  will  do. 

AMOUNT  OF  MONEY  TO  SEND  FOR  POSTAGE 
We  can  ship  by  Parcel  Post,  and  within  the  nearer  Parcel 
Post  Zones  it  is  the  cheaper  method.
